1 . KHMER ROUGE ATTACKED THREE THAI BORDER VILLAGES IN PRACHIN 
BURI PROVINCE IN THE PAST THREE DAYS, KILLING FIVE VILLAGERS 
AND BURNING HOMES AND A SCHOOL. OVER 700 THAI VILLAGERS 
WERE EVACUATED OR FLED FROM THE AREAS. THAIS EVENTUALLY RE- 
BUFFED THE ATTACKERS, USING HELICOPTER GUNSHIPS. 

2. PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT IN PRACHINBURI PROVINCE CLAIMED THAT 
400 KHMER ROUGE ATTACKED O LAM CHIEK VILLAGE THE NIGHT OF 
OCT 30. CONTACT CONTINUED UNTIL LATE AFTERNOON OCT 31. IN 
ARANYAPRATHET DISTRICT OF PRACHINBURI, KHMER ROUGE ATTACKED 
THE VILLAGE OF BAN PAKKARD-HUANG, KILLING THREE AND BURNING 
HOMES AND A SCHOOL. SIXTEEN OTHER THAIS ARE REPORTED MISSING. 
BODIES OF TWO VILLAGERS WERE FOUND RIDDLED WITH BULLETS IN TA 
PHRAYA DISTRICT, PRESUMED SHOT BY KHMER ROUGE.
